Alzheimer’s Die 

When a loved one has Alzheimer's, grieving can begin the day you learn 
of the Alzheimer’s diagnosis, or you may notice feelings of grief as your 
loved one begins to lose their memory and starts to struggle with daily 
tasks. As the person with Alzheimer's capacity declines, feelings of loss 
can become more profound. Even though you want to do everything you 
can to slow down the progression of the disease, there is-often not much 
you can do. This can make you feel hopeless or out of control. 

It may feel like your grief is a never-ending rollercoaster, and your 
feelings will ikely be unpredictable. You may feel angry one day and sad 
the next. There will be moments of happiness in there too, and that may 
even cause feelings of guilt for feeling happy while a loved one continues 
to suffer. 

After your loved one passes, you will grieve and mourn again. However, 
it is common for surviving spouses and family members to feel a sense 
of relief that their loved one is no longer suffering and that this chapter in 
their own lives has closed. Unfortunately, this can also lead to survivor's 
guilt because you feel guilty for feeling relieved. Know that these feelings 
are normal. 

Ways to Manage Grief 

Face your feelings. Instead of trying to hide from your feelings or push 
them aside, embrace them. Know that sadness and grief will be a part of 
your life and that this is ok. 

Know that many people will not understand your grief. Many people 
think grief happens when someone dies, not when that person is still 
alive. So they may not realize you are grieving while your loved one is 
still alive. 

Make sure you talk to someone and share your feelings, This may bea 
trusted friend or family member or even a counselor or therapist. 

Take care of yourself. It may be hard to muster the energy to socialize at 
this time, especially as you need to spend more time caring for your loved 
one. Spending time with friends can help you to be a better caregiver. Try 
to carve out time for things you enjoy and that bring you joy. 

Give yourself time to heal. It would be nice to be able to know exactly 
when your grief will end, but that is impossible to know. It will be a long 
process. Know that eventually your grief will start to subside, and you will 


start to feel happy.

Of Gapers and Curiosity 
Drivers in urban areas 
confront the frustration of 
heavy traffic on a daily 
basis. Accidents may bring 
traffic to a standstill until 
the wreckage is cleared 
and the injured attended to 
properly. Delays may be 
experienced not only by 
uninvolved drivers in the 
lane(s) where the acci- 
dent occurred but also by 
drivers on the other side 
of the median of divided 
highways. Although no 
accident has occurred 
on the other side, traffic 
there may move slowly as 
well because of “gapers”.

can lead to further tragedy. 
We all can give examples 
of times when “curiosity 
killed the cat” proved to be 
true in one sense or another. 
Curiosity proved to 
be a positive thing for 
Zacchaeus, who wanted to 
see Jesus (Luke 19). Herod 
also wanted to see Jesus 
(Luke 23: 8,9), but the out- 
come was negative because 
of his motives. Curiosity 
could have resulted in death 
for the Israelites at Mount 
Sinai. They were not to be 
gapers of God’s glory. 

The double-edged sword of 
curiosity should cause us 
to examine ourselves. What 
things should we not be 
curious about?

B.B. Comer against 3A Dadeville, #4 Highland Home 
against 3A Providence Christian, #6 Ariton against 4A 
Dale County and #7 Reeltown against 5A Tallassee; in 3A,
